CONGRESS PREPARING 


FIR CURRENCY N U 


W ashington, Sept. 
2.—The 
House 
of R epresentatives is rapidly clearing 
its calendar to take up the currency 
bill next w'eek. After voting tomorrow' 
on the bill to provide a w ater sup­ 
ply for San Francisco, the House will 
take up several local m easures and 
then enter upon a discussion of the 
deficiency appropriation bill. It is ex­ 
pected that there w'ili be several days 
of debate on this m easure and per­ 
haps a hard fight by the regular re ­ 
publicans because of 
the 
provision 
abolishing the Commerce Court. Chair 
man Fitzgerald of the A ppropriation 
Com m ittee expects to get the bill out 
of the way by Saturday, so as to take 
up the currency bill. 


The currency m easure is now go­ 
ing h rough the form ality of consider­ 
ation by the full Committee on Bank­ 
ing and C urrency, with doors open 
to the public. The Republicans are de­ 
nouncing this procedure as 
a 
farce, 
inasmuch as there is no chance to 
amend the bill either in com m ittee or 
the House, as the dem ocratic caucus 
has already instructed the m ajority 
for the bill as it now stands. M ajor­ 
ity Leader Underwood expects that 
the bill will pass in the House after 
ten days* consideration. As far as can 
be learned, the Republicans will not 
present a substitute for the m easure, 
but will offer am endm ents. A num ­ 
ber of them will support the bill on 
• he final vote.

THE BIRTH OF AN IDEA. 


Six or eight years ago the business 
men of Henderson, Ky., the metropo­ 
lis of a large but lagging agricultur­ 
al district, organized a commercial 
Club and set out to make their town 
ti young Pittsburg. They proclaimed 
Henderson’s advantages on billboards 
and sent their cleverest talkers to in­ 
terview capitalists in the large cities. 
But months and years slipped by, and 
scarcely any new factories were built. 
It took these men a long time to real­ 
ize that they were wasting much prec­ 
ious time in misdirected effort. But at 
last came an inspiration. The progres­ 
sive members of the club met the oth­ 
er day and resolved themselves into a 
-crop improvement association, opened 
the membership hooks to everybody 
that would pay the annual dues of 
one dollar, and hired a farm expert 
by the year. The idea became popular 
with the farmers who will control the 
policies of the organization. The Chic­ 
ago Board of Trade became interest­ 
ed in the experiment and agreed to 
contribute $2,000 to help pay the first 
two years’ expenses; and the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture will pay $50 a 
month of the expert’s 
salary. 
The 
trained agriculturist will make labor­ 
atory tests of soils and dairy prod­ 
ucts, conduct practical demonstrations 
on farms, and give free advice to all 
wrho ask for it—in fact, do anything 
he sees fit for the promotion of bet­ 
ter farming. The idea is a splendid 
one. It is based on the sound, funda­ 
mental truth that the 
soil 
is 
the 
source of new- wealth. Most commer­ 
cial clubs spend their energy and mon 
ey trying to get factories away from 
•other cities.—Colliers.

Mix thoroughly 3 parts of gasoline 
and I part of 95 per cent solution of 
crude carbolic acid, or in place of the j 
acid, cresol may be used. Into this so­ 
lution stir all of the plaster of paris 
or common cement that it will absorb. 
Usually one quart of liquid will ab­ 
sorb about four parts of the powder. 
After mixing this powder spread it 
out on a board or ina pan and allow' 
it to evaporate. You will then have a 
dry powder. 
In applying this

fowls catch 
them and dust thoroughly. It will be 
impossible to eradicate the lice in one 
treatment. 
Consequently 
the 
first 
treatment should be followed in from 
four to six days with a second appli­ 
cation. This will kill all of the lice

ated by cotton weighers, shall, before 
removing same, 
have 
said 
cotton 
re-weighed. 
Section 2. Every owner or oper­ 
ator of a cotton yard or warehouse 
in the State of Oklahoma 
shall be 
required, bofore allowing any cotton 
to be removed from his yard, or ware­ 
house, to re-weigh same in the pres­ 
ence of the owner or purchased or 
some agent of said purchase od own­

PROFESSIONAL MEN 


Tulsa, Ok., Sept. 
3.—Branding as 
absolutely false and without founda­ 
tion the published reports 
that the 
1913 convention 
of 
the 
Oklahoma 
State Teachers’ association had been 
transferred from Tulsa to Muskogee, 
L. O. Wilson of Ada, member of the 
executive committee of the associa­ 
tion, visited Tulsa yesterday to inter­ 
view local parties in 
the 
arrange­ 
ments that will be provided for the 
big meeting next December. 
“The committee has 
not held 
a 
meeting in some time,” said Mr. Wil­ 
son, “and no action has been taken 
that could give foundation to any re­ 
port that the convention had been re­ 
moved to Muskogee. We decided at 
Oklahoma City several months ago to 
hold our next convention at Tulsa, 
and as far as I know, there will be 
no change in that plan.” 
Mr. Wilson stated that 
the 
com­ 
mittee will 
hold 
a 
meeting 
at 
Hotel Tulsa next Friday to confer 
with local people regarding the ac­ 
commodations that will be furnished 
the 4,000 or 5,000 teachers who will 
be in the city on December 29, 30 and 
31. 
When the executive committee de­ 
cided on Tulsa as the convention city, 
it was with the understanding that a 
suitable place in which to hold the 
meetings ould be provided. Unauthor­ 
ized persons recently gave out infor­ 
mat inon to the effect that new Tulsa 
(on\ ention hall W'ould not be ready 
for use by the time of the convne- 
tion. It is a fact, however, that the 
contract for the erection of the con­ 
vention hall ^ ill be awarded within 
the next ten days and actual 
work 
will 
be started 
by 
September 
20. 
There is every indication 
that 
the 
building will be sufficiently complet­ 
ed by December 29 to accommodate 
the sessions of the State Teachers’ 
association. If such is not the case, 
however, and the Grand Opera House 
proves to be too small for the occa­ 
sion. the immense Kafir Corn palace, 
now 
being erected 
near 
the fair 
grounds 
for the 
International 
Dry 
Farming congress, and 
which 
will 
hold over 6,000 persons comfortably, 
can be utilized by the teachers. 
A number of prominent Tulsans will 
meet with the executive 
committee 
Friday and go over the proposition 
in detail. There is no question but 
what perfectly suitable arrangements 
can be made for taking care of the 
big state meeting in an adequate man- 
neh.

Now Orleans, 
La., Sept. 
3.— After 
having been the direct cause of sev­ 
eral law suits and a number of thrill­ 
ing experiences 2168 boxes of ammu­ 
nition and 156 cases of rifles have 
been returned 
to a northern 
arms 
factory. The arms were intended orig­ 
inally, it is believed, for the ill-starred 
revolt 
of Felix Diaz at Vera 
Cruz. 
Keen eyed men. kept here by the De­ 
partment of Justice, stopped the ship­ 
ment. Several Mexicans were arrest­ 
ed and tried, but acquitted.* A large 
hardware firm also was called upon 
to answ’er for an alleged attempt to 
break the neutrality laws, but no In­ 
fraction of the law’ was shown. Since 
then there have been several changes 
in the ownership of the property, but 
all efforts to get the munition out of 
the country have failed. The last own­ 
er, an Englishman, from Mexico City, 
who bought the arms and ammunition 
for speculative purposes, 
found the 
arms company itself the best purchas­ 
er he could find.
